The Hoxsz GuARDs, p. 3» 4. 5. 6, 7» 8. 


HIS building is of Portland ſtone, and 
[ form the barracks for his majeſty's body- 
guards when on duty, there being proper 
apartments for the officers. There are likewiſe 
guard-rooms for both the horſe and foot when on 
duty. We have given fix plates of this edifice; 
the firſt is the plan of the ground- floor; the ſecond 
is the principal floor; the third and fourth make a 
double plate of the front to the caſt, and the fifth 
and fixth another double plate of the front to the 
weſt. 


SuzLBURN House, p. 9, 10. 


THIS is the town refidence of the right 
honourable the carl of Shelburn : Its fituation is 
pleaſant for a town houſe, being open to Berkley- 
ſquare. It has many elegant and high-finiſhed 
rooms on the principal floor. The front is of 
Portland ſtone, and conſiſts of a ruſticated baſe- 
ment, ſupporting in the center-part a tetraſtyle 
Ionick, crowned with a pediment. We have given 
two plates, the firſt is the plan of the principal 
floor, the ſecond contains the eaſt front. 


TrHorsEBY LoDGsS, p. 11, 12, 13- 


I'S the ſeat of his grace the duke of Kingſton 
in Nottinghamſhire : He erected this elegant villa 
in 1768, upon one of the moſt delightful ſpots 
in the kingdom. The aſcent to the principal 
ſtory of the houſe, is by a double ſtair-caſe within 
the baſe ſtory, that terminates in an eliptical-hall 
in the center of the houſe, and which leads to all 
the apartments upon the principal and attic floors, 
They are conveniently diſpoſed to ſuit the fituation, 
and are handſomely finiſhed. The principal front 
is ornamented with a tetraſtyle portico of the Io- 
nick order, of a beautiful ſtone upon a ruſtic baſe- 
ment, and the other fronts are regularly decorated. 
This deſign was made by Mr. Carr of York, to 
whom we are obliged for theſe drawings, and 
ſeveral others contained in this book. We have 
given three plates of this edifice ; the firſt contains 
the plans of the ground, principal, and attic floors ;

The principal apartments 
command a delightful and extenſive proſpect over 
a rich and fertile country, to which the Clee and 
Maubern hills afford an agreeable termination. 
The firſt plate contains the plans of the ground 
and principal floors, the ſecond is that of the 
principal front. 


OarLtLanDd Houss, p. 16, 17, 18, 19. 


THE feat of Sir Peter Leiceſter, baronet, 
in Cheſhire. He erected this edifice in 1762, 
from deſigus made by Mr. Carr of York. The 
principal front is ornamented with a tetraſtyle por- 
tico of the Dorick order. Each column is in one 
ſtone, 3 feet diameter. The plan is well adapted 
to the ſituation, contains many convenient apart- 
ments, and of which we have given four plates ; 
the firſt is the plan of the ground floor; the ſecond 
that of the principal floor, and the principal front, 
is contained on a double plate. 


WiMBLEDON PARK, p. 20, 21, 22. 


A SEAT of the right honourable the earl of 
Spencer, in Surry, which is very happily fituated 
on an eminence in the park, and commands from 
the principal apartments many delightful and un- 
interrupted views of the adjacent countries. The 
principal front is an Ionick tetraſtyle of 4 columns. 
This building is of grey ſtock bricks, enriched 
with ſtone dreſſings and other ornaments. The 
principal apartments are decorated with ſome very 
capital pictures, particularly the faloon, among 
which are the ſtories of Apollo rewarding merit, 
and Apollo fleaing Marcias, both by Guido, and 
eſteemed very capital pieces of that maſter. Of 
this houſe we have given three plates; the firſt 
contains the plans of the offices and principal 
floors, the ſecond the principal front, and the 
third is the north front. 


Harxwoop HovsE, p. 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, 28. 


THE ſeat of Edwin Laſcelles, eſquire, in 
Yorkſhire, which was erected in 1760, in a very 
agreeable ſpot, from the deſigns made by Mr. Carr 
of York. The entrance into the principal ſtory is 
by an aſcent of ten ſteps, which extend the whole 
length of a beautiful hexaſtyle of Corinthian co- 
lumns, three feet diameter, crowned with a pe- 
diment in the center of the north front. The 
ſouth front is adorned with a tetraſtyle Corinthian 
portico, upon a handſome ruſtick baſement, which 
is continued round the whole building, and the 
wings terminate in a Corinthian pilaſtrade.

FoRBMARK in Derbyſhire, p. 31, 32, 33, 34» 35+ 


THE ſeat of Sir Robert Burdett, baronet, 
which is ſituated in a beautiful pleaſure ground. 
The principal front is on the fide of a hill, riſing 
gradually about a quarter of a mile from the river 
Trent, and commands a very extenſive proſpect 
of about 25 miles north, bounded by the peak hills. 
The fouth front looks upon paſture ground, laid 
out in the ſtyle of a park, by ſunk fences, with 
plantations of firs and foreſt trees, diſpoſed in 
ſuch a manner as to reſemble the work of nature 
more than that of art. The caſt front com- 
mands about twenty miles, toward Nottingham, 
with a perſpective of the windings of the Trent, 
terminated by the Caſtle, and inriched by Sir Ger- 
vis Clifton's woods.

NE AR Rickmanſworth in Hertfordſhire, is

well as the whole building, is of Portland ftone. 
It is concealed by a hill, which if removed would 
afford an extenſive proſpect.

Duyy Hos, p. 58, 59, 60. 


I'S the ſeat of the right honourable the earl 
of Fife, fituated on a beautiful plain near the river 
Doverun. The park is of great extent, part of it 
being in the county of Aberdeen, and the other 
part in the county of Bamff. The ground is fo 
diſpoſed by nature and art, as to afford many fine 
and agrecable views both of the ſea and river, 
which is enriched by a very extenſive and valuable 
ſalmon fiſhery. We have given three plates of 
this ſtructure; the firſt contains the plan of the 
ground and firſt ſtory ; the ſecond and third is a 
double plate, and contains the ſouth front, the 
center part of which was deſigned by the late Mr. 
Adam, architect. The wings, &c. which are not 
yet executed, were deſigned by us at the requeſt of 
of his lordſhip. 


CASTLE HII, p. 61, 62, 63. 


I'S the ſeat of Fitz Foy, eſquire, in Dorſet- 
ſhire. We have given three plates of this houſe, 
which is pleaſantly fituated ; the firſt is the ground 
plan; the ſecond is the plan of the principg] and 


attic floors, and the third contains the principal 
front, which is of brick, and ſtone dreſſings. 


Hol KHAN, p. 64, 65, 66, 67, 68, 69. 


Is the ſeat of the right honourable lady Lei- 
ceſter in Norfolk. This ſuperb edifice is ſituated 
in a park, ſurrounded with many fine plantations. 
From the apartments there are many different and 
pleafing views : ſome command the ſea, which is 
often enriched by the number of ſhips that paſs 
that way, whilſt others take in perſpectives of the 
adjacent country. The plan is well deviſed, being 
both uſeful and elegant. The hall is a fingular 
contrivance, and finiſhed in a very high ſtyle, wor- 
thy of the remarkable abilities of the architect 
who deſigned it. The noble peer, who erected 
this ſtructure, ſpared no expences to enrich and de- 
corate the interior part; he embelliſhed particu- 
larly the principal apartments with a valuable 
collection of very capital pictures; and there is 
alſo a gallery, which contains many fine caſts from 
antique ſtatues. We have given fix plates of this 
ſpacious ſtructure ; the firſt is a plan of the ground 
floor ; the ſecond the principal floor; the third 
and fourth, which form a double plate, contain the 
north front, and in the fifth and ſixth, which *

Kras HALt in Yorkſhire, p. 70, 71. 


Is the ſeat of John Thompſon, eſquire, ſitu- 
ated on a very fine lawn, the ground round which 
was once deſigned for a park. From the principal 
front, looking towards Borough Bridge, you have 
an agreeable view of the Grafton hills, and from 
the ſouth you ſee a remarkable piece of water of a 
mile in length, which is about one hundred yards 
below the houſe. We have given two plates of 
this houſe. In the firſt are the plans of the prin · 
cipal and chamber floors ; and in the the ſecond is 
given the north-weſt front. This building is of 
very good ſtone, from quarries in the country. It 
has, indeed, few external decorations ; but the 
plan is diſtinguiſhed as well for its elegance as its 
utility. It was deſigned by a noble peer, whoſe 
fine taſte, ſkill and abilities in architecture are 
univerſally acknowledged. 


The CounTy HAI T of Nottingham, p. 72, 
73. 74» 75» 76, 77. 


THIS hall is erected on the high pavement 
in the town of Nottingham, for the holding of the 
aſſizes, and on the ſame ſpot where the old one 
ſtood. Out of the five different defigns which I 
preſented the commiſſioners for their approbation, 
I thought it would not be improper to give the 
defign I could have wiſhed to have ſeen carried into 
execution, being of opinion it would the beſt have 
anſwered the intended purpoſe. But as the Com- 
miſſioners were reſolved to act as frugal as poſſible 
in the execution of their public truſt ; they gave 
the preference to that which is erected, it being the 
leaſt expenſive. There are fix plates of this build- 
ing; the firſt is the plan as executed; the ſecond 
is a double plate of the front, which is of ſtone. 
Its aſcent is by a flight of ſteps into the great hall, 
on each fide of which are two courts. The center 
of the front conſiſts of a tetraſtyle of three quarter 
columns of the Ionick order, two feet ten inches 
diameter, ſupporting an attic, on which is intended 
to be placed a group of emblematical figures, 
repreſenting juſtice embracing mercy. In the 
baſe relief over the door, is the ſtory of Brutus 
beheading his ſon; a proper emblem to ſhew, 
that ties however ſtrong ſhould not prevent the 
execution of juſtice ; theſe with the two figures 
between the columns defigned for eminent men in 
the law, are at preſent not executed. The fourth 
plate is the intended plan, and the laſt is a double 
one of the ſection.

The houſe is about three hundred per- 
pendicular feet above the level of the river, and 
commands a proſpect extremely beautiful and pictu- 
reſque, enriched by the meanders of the Avon.

views of Old Sarum. We have given four plates 
of this houſe ; the firſt is the plan of the ground 
floor ; the ſecond is that of the principal front. 
The portico in this elevation, together with ſome 
internal decorations, have been lately added by 
Mr. Rivett, one of the editors of the Athenian 
and Ionian antiquities.

In 
the walls which join the wings to the body of the 
houſe, thereare openings through which you have an

LATELY the ſeat of Sir Mark Stuart 
Pleydell, baronet, and now of his grand-ſon Ja- 
cob Pleydell Bouverie Viſcount Folkſtone. It is, 
perhaps, the moſt perfect work now remaining of 
that great architeQ, Inigo Jones, having under- 
gone no alteration fince the year 1650, when it 
was compleated: it is remarkable for the magni- 
ficence of the entrance, the height with the fine 
proportion of the rooms, and the richneſs of the 
cielings, of which that celebrated judge of true 
architecture, the late carl of Burlington, had for 
his own ſtudy very correct drawings taken by Mr. 
Iſaac Ware, which have never been publiſhed. It 
is fituated on a hill, above the river Cole (which 
parts Wiltſhire from Berkſhire, and from which 
the village derives its name) commanding an ex- 
tenſive proſpect over the vale of White Horſe, and 
part of the adjoining counties of Wilts and Glou- 
ceſter. We have given two plates of this houſe ; 
the firſt contains the plans of the principal and 
ground floor ; the ſecond the principal front. 


The Ba DOE of Wilton, p. 88, 89. 


T HIS elegant bridge is of ſtone, erected 
Over a river in the gardens belonging to the right 
honourable the carl of Pembroke, in Wiltſhire.

THE ſeat of the right honourable lord Archibald 
Hamilton, is built of brick with ſtone dreſſings, and 
fituated on an eminence im fertile couptry, about 
fix miles from Stafford, in the great Weſtcheſter 
road. At the foot of this hill runs the river Trent. 
It commands an agreeable proſpect of the new na- 
vigation carrying on between Liverpool and Hull. 


LoxcrortDd CASTLE in Wiltſhire, p. 94. 
| 95» 96, 97» 98. 


THE ſeat of the right honourable the earl of 
Radnor. It is fituated in a park, on the banks of a 
moſt beautiful river, about three miles from Saliſbu- 
ry: it commands a pleafing proſpect terminated by 
irregular hills, finely diverſified. This ſtructure, 
which was finiſhed in 1 591, is triangular, each angle 
finſhing with a large circular tower, which gives 
the whole a very caſtellain appearance. It was 
formerly ſurrounded by a mote made by an inlet 
from the river, and was a place of ſome ſtrength. 
In the civil war it was a garriſon for the king, but 
was reduced by a detachment from the parliament 
army. The architect is unknown. It is deſcribed 
in Sir Philip Sidney's Arcadia, under the title of 
Amphiolus's caſtle; but fince which time, the 
many and great alterations it has undergone, have 
hardly left any other traces of the original, than its 
fingular form. It is a large and commodious ha- 
bitation, elegantly fitted up and furniſhed, being 
decorated with many very capital pictures. His 
lordſhip, as a great promoter and encourager of this 
work, made us a preſent of theſe plates, with thoſe 
of Coleſhill, and likewiſe favoured us with the de- 
ſcription of both. We have given five plates of 
this houſe ; the firſt is a ſingle plate of the plans; 
the fecond is a double plate of the garden front, 
and the fourth and fifth contain the ſouth front. 


NzwnHAM PARE, p. 99, 100. 


TN Oxfordſhire. This is the ſeat of the 
Tight honourable the earl of Harcourt, which is
